THE LATTER PART OF THIS YEAR

By request I am giving an account 
of the state meetings. In one of our 
May issues I gave an account of my 
work up to Maryland and Pennsylvan- 
ia. Our next meeting was in Middle- 
town, Ohio. This was a wonderful 
meeting, on account of the presence 
and power of God. Ohio, like many 
other northern and northwestern 
states, has a steady growth and we 
feel that the work is permanent.

We had with us quite 
a few ministers from other holiness 
movements and we enjoyed very much 
their association with us.

Messages and in- 
terpretations were given and much 
and lasting good, I am sure, was done. 
The messages at this convention were 
soul stirring and were greatly enjoy- 
ed. Most of the preaching was done by 
West Virginia preachers. 

Our next convention was at Lawton, 
Okla. This is Brother Vaught’s first 
year as State Overseer and he has 
labored under many difficulties, but 
God has blessed the labors of his 
hands and he reports a few new 
churches. I am sure that much good 
has been done this year in Oklahoma. 
This convention was largely attended 
at night. The day services were good. 
God blessed His people. This is a needy 
field and the people in that state need 
our prayers, that God will help them 
to stand for the truth and plant His 
church in many places there.

Ida McCoy 
Heb. 5:12-14, 


“For when for the time ye ought to 
be teachers, ye have need that one 
teach you again which be the first 
principles of the oracles of God; and 
are become such as have need of the 
milk, and not of strong meat. For ev- 
ery one that useth milk is unskilful in 
the word of righteousness: for he is 
a babe. But strong meat belongeth to 
them that are of full age, even those 
who by reason of use have their senses 
exercised to discern both good and 
evil.” 

My heart is burdened for the Church 
of God workers and laity everywhere, 
ministers too, if it reaches you. If it 
is not time for us to be getting strong 
enough to eat meat after ten, twelve, 
fifteen, and twenty years with the 
Holy Ghost as teacher, when in the 
world will we ever be, and why are We 
not able yet? (This has been weighing 
on my heart and the above Scripture 
comes before me.) So many of us 
think that the gifts are the strong 
meat and are for some, but you don’t 
have to exercise your senses to see 
them. Now man has five senses and 
ihis is what Paul in Hebrews meant.
